The Billboards' Decline. 


Theatrical managers hare lately been 


discussing the question of the most 
profitable manner of advertising their 
shows. A few years ago the billboard 
was the only recognized method of com- 
munication between the manager and 
his patrons. Spaces upon every fence 
an J corner were eagerly bought up by 
the enterprising advance agent; saloon 
windows were utilized to hold the litho- 
graphs, and a free pass accompanied 
each picture displayed. "What was the 
result.' After the agent had gone.his 
rounds and papered the town tho ticket 
scalper also began lu's pilgrimage. 
He 


bought up the free passes at a small cost 
and sold them afterward at a good profit 
to himself and filled the house at a direct 
loss to the original management. The 
scheme was a complete failure. 


Later another plan was adopted and 


with similar results. Season tickets, ad- 
mitting the bolder to four performances 
a month and not transferable, were 
issued, nnd on each performance the 
door keeper was obliged to punch out 
one of tho dates, as in a railroad ticket. 
The result was that the holders of these 
passes held off until they had accumu- 
lated a dozen or BO of admissioai to their 
credit, and then swooped down upon the 
theatre in their might and owned the 
house. In Buffalo last season one man- 
ager was forced to give away 1,700 free 
admissions in one week, and only saved 
himself from ruin by getting the differ- 
ences in the prices of those of his pa- 
trons who wished to obtain better seats 
than their passes admitted them to. 


It i» generally conceded among ad- 


vanced theatrical managers that the 
newspaper is at once the cheapest and 
tho beat way of reaching the great 
theatre going public. Such is the condi- 
tion of Philadelphia at present that upon 
the principal streets there aro no places 
for tho billboard and the lithograph. 
They must be exiled to the suburbs, 
where the theatrical patron never ven- 
tures, and tho small boy who cannot 
read unites with the equally illiterate 
goat for their speedy destruction. An 
afternoon's shower will erase the work 
of days, batter down the signs, blur the 
color.",, and generally destroy tho most 
ambitious bill posted. The newspaper 
is, in truth, the. only reliable means of 
theatrical as it is of other advertisement. 
It is cheaper, further reaching and ap- 
peals to a better clientele, and the con- 
stant increase in lliu space occupied by 
the theatre advertisements in the leading 
papers shows that this fact is understood. 
—Philadelphia Times.

MARRIAGE ON THE CONGO. 


TRANCE CUSTOMS OF A LITTLE 


PORTUGUESE COLONY. 


. Honeymoon Spent in a Hnt—Import- 
ance and Power of the "Fetich M«n," 
It Costs S10 to Get a Wife from a 
Neighboring Town. 


Happier than some other races of men, 
one of these West African tribes prac- 
ce infanticide. On the contrary, it is 
xmsidered a misfortune not to have 
aildren, and this desire is the source of 
jome very curious habits and customs. 
\mong the Bassos, a tribe further to the 
orth, a banana tree is planted on the 
ay of marriage, and if on the day of 
a first producing fruit a child shotild 
ot have been born the contract is con- 
idered void and the parties marry 
gain. 
With the Kabina the bride and groom 


mmediately after marriage are locked 
n a hut which must never have been 
ccupied before, and are there kept close 
risoners for three months, except that 
t every midnight the old men of the 
own take the groom and the old women 
16 bride and escort them to the "fetich 


man," 
to whom they appeal for children. 


)uring this time, however, they are well 
upplied with both food and drink. At 
,e end of the three months » great feast 
held, when the prisoners are released 


ad the hut where they have been con- 
ined is burned, and thus their honey- 
aoon is brought to an end. 


t 
HOW A WIFE IS GOT. 


The ceremony of marriage among 


hese people is conducted by the different 
ribes in a manner that is common to 
tiem all. 
When a native wants a wife, if there is 
ione in His own town to suit him, he 
sends to i.ome neighboring chief asking 


f there is a girl in his town of the age 
eeired. If the answer is in the affirma- 
ive, he then presents his case to the old 
men of his town, and after a "palaver," 
r talk, at which there is the drinking of 
much rum, they agree that he may bring 
lome as a wifo a woman from another 


>wn. 
After securing this permission he, with 


presents in his hands for the propitiation 
>t the spirit powers, visits me head 
'fetich man," and after listening to his 
mauy prayers receives a charm. 
He is 


hen ready to seek his bride. 
In the meantime the women of his 


own—maids, wives and widows—having 
jeen advised of his intention and being 
licensed by his slighting them in select- 
ng a stranger, are prepared, as they are 
allowed by their laws to do, to prevent 
iia leaving until their charms have been 
admitted and their indignation allayed by 
many presents. 
This custom, despite 


jvery precaution of the man, often ends 
n disputes which are settled only by an 
ippeal to the "fetich man" and "sussi- 
vood." 


However, having overcome the diffi- 


culties of his departure, he arrives at and 
s received in his prospective bride's 
own by the old men of the place and by 
hem conducted to the "palaver house, 
vhere there is more talk and more rum. 
[Tie presents he has brought having been 
ouncl acceptable, he is then allowed to 
mow the parents of the girl he ia seek- 
ng, and from them learns the sum in 
leads, rum, cloth, etc., he has to pay be- 
'ore he can secure her. This usually 
represents in value about $10. This mat- 
ter having been satisfactorily settled, he 
returns to his town and forwards the 
goods as agreed upon. 


At the setting of the sun on the day 


appoio'ed for the closing of the contract 
the bride, naked except for being painted 
with different colored chalks, accom- 
panied by her parents and friends, ar- 
•ives at the home of the groom. There 
they are received with much rejoicing, 
run firing, drum beating, dancing and 
'easting. This is continued until both 
man and woman are exhausted by their 
orgies, when they are bundled into the 
lut to remain for the customary time. 


The customs surrounding the bringing 


up of these girls and their conduct after 
laving become wives are strange and 
nteresting. All women, unless they are 
slaves, until they are married or reach a 
certair age are under the care of the old 
women, and are called "cutta de em- 
juago." or grigory bush girls. They can 
30 easily recognized, for, no matter what 
may bo their age, they are always en- 
;irely naked, with only a email horn 
langing from a string fastened around 
tlio neck. They also plaster thickly their 
shaven heads with clay at frequent 
intervals. This it Is "fetich" to remove 
or touch with water, and must be taken 
off only by their husbands. 


THE SEDUCER THERE GETS HIS DUE. 
Fc>- one of these girls to be forgetful 


of her virtue is a crime, but for which 
she is not called upon to pay the penalty. 
The nature of the punishment fe death, 
but how inflicted it has been impossible 
for mo to learn, it being "fetich" for any 
male to interfere in these matters. The 
old women have solo jurisdiction and 
most jealously guard the secrets of their 
calling; but, be it as it may, the man, 
after having been accused, is never free 
from espionage until some day he ia 
missed, when after a time he is found in 
a mutilated condition dead in his hut. 
Contrary to what might bo expected, so 
strict are these people in the observance 
of this custom that no sum of money 
will purchase immunity, and even being 
a white man is no protection from their 
revenge. 


After a woman becomes a wife differ- 


ent laws affect her. If convicted of un- 
faithfulness she is punished according to 
her husband's pleasure. This, as a rule, 
finds expression by his selling her into 
slavery. A peculiar belief is their find- 
ing reason for the failure of any en- 
deavor or undertaking they may have in 
hand in their wives' forgetfulness of 
their duties. 


A native chief, when about to start on 


a journey, or go on a hunting or trading 
expedition, or to war* on the day before 
his departure, calls together his many 
wives and advises them of his intention. 
He then reminds them that the success 
or failure of his effort depends upon 
them, and asks if they have been guilty 
of any fault of which they should be 
purged before starting on his journey. 
This, of course, is answered in the nega- 
tive. 
Satisfied with their denial, Tie 


then instructs them as to their conduct 
during his absence, and then leaves to 
proceed on his way.—Cor. New York 
Herald.

Ho might have made that 
same play a hundred times again and 
lost every bet, but some people can fall 
into the river and they'll come up with a 
fish in both hands."

It is 
a costly amusement for the players. 
They rustle around for a week or month, 
earn $15 or $75, as the case may be, and 
lose it. They might as well march up 
and hand it over to the dealer, for he is 
sure to gobble it in a few hours."—Den- 
ver News.

United States Supremo Court Decisions. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—In the Supreme 
lourt of the United States to-day the 


Chief-Justice announced that the motion

In the Kansas case of Baldwin, convict- 


ed of murder, and who appealed ttTthis 
court on the ground tiiat the jury had not 
been legally sworn, the writ of error was 
dismissed for lack of jurisdiction. 


In the case of G. W. Faruswojth, a com- 


mercial traveler, against the Territory of 
Montana, the Supreme Court held that it 
had not jurisdiction. Farnsworth was fined 
for soliciting without license. The Su- 
preme Court of ihc Territory sustained 
the decision of the lower court. The case 
cama to the Supreme Court of the United 
States on a writ of error. Justice Blatch- 
ford, in his decision to-day,dismissing the 
writ, holds that the case was a criminal 
one, 
and in the absence of statute the 


court had not jurisdiction in Territorial 
criminal cases. 


In the case of F. M. Bent against the 


State of West Virginia, the decision of 
the State Supreme Court was affirmed. 
Ths case involved the validity of the State 
statute, which requires a medical man to 
obtain a certificate from the State Board 
of Health that lie is a graduate of a rep- 
utable medical college. Dent offered a 
diploma from the American Medical Elec- 
tric College of Cincinnati. The certificate 
was denied on the ground that the college 
did not come under the word reputable as 
defined by the board. Dent continued to 
practice and wa, fined ^». He appealed 
the case on the gniimd that the statute 
was unconstitutional. Justice Field, in 
an elaborate decision, stated that the pub- 
lic required the medical professions to be. 
surrounded by the greatest safeguards 
and the character of the protection should 
be named by the State.

The court also announced its decision 


In the case of Walter H. Stoutenburgh, 
Intendant of the Washington Asylum, vs. 
Win. J. Hennick. The opinion, which is 
by Chief-Justice Puller, sets at rest the 
question of the right of the District of Co- 
lumbia to tax commercial agents or 
"drummers." The court holds that Con- 
gress had no power to delegate to the 
Legislative Assembly the right to regu- 
late inter-Rtate commerce, and that, 
therefore, all taxation of "drummers" is 
and has been illegal.

Differential Tonnags Dues. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. in.—The President 


yesterday sent to Congress a message 
without recommendation, but accompa- 
nied by a letter from Secretary Bayard 
.nd a large batch of correspondence in 
egard to differential tonnage dues. Sec-

THE JCDOB'S CHAKQE. 


In his charge to the grand jury Judge 


Tail in a conversational tone gave a few 
points bearing on the manner of indict- 
ments and the necessity of securing the 
fall names of all witnesses and those in- 
dicted. He informed the jury that it 
took 16 members present to form a quo- 
rum and transact business and that it 
took 12 members to find an indictment. 
The jury alone must be the jodge of the 
character of the evidence heard by them. 
An indictment can be found on the testi- 
mony of one witness alone in all eases 
except one—that being perjury. In per- 
jury more than one witness must be 
heard except where documentary evi- 
dence is introduced. The jurymen are 
expected to do their duty. They are no 
longer mere individuals. They have a duty 
to perform They have no friends, no ene- 
mies, simply to hold the scales of justice 
impartially .neither to favor nor spite any- 
t>ody. There is no offense, in the crimi- 
dal code of which they do not have juris- 
diction. The grand jury only hears one 
side of a case, the evidence for the prose- 
cution. It is in court that the trials of 
eases are had. Concluding the Judge 
said the law required him to call the at- 
tention of the jury to the fact that the 
racket shop business shall be investi- 
gated, and that all things done and 
svery thing uttered in the jury room must 
36 kept secret.

Dr. Briney, of the Christian church, is

Last Sunday in the course of 
his sermon on faith-cure meetings he 
said: 


The apostles were empowered to lay

The true record of the faith-cure work- 
ers here did not show any such power, 
A poor girl suffering from epileptic fits 
went to their meetings, was a firm be- 
liever, was reported cured, still attended 
and sometimes had epileptic fits in the 
meetings, but thinks she is improving 
and that the fits are not quite so severe 
as they were. Is this wretched pretense 
of a cure anything like the miracles? 
The speaker referred to a long list of 
reported cures which he had personally 
investigated, where the claims were no 
better founded than in this one. 


He claimed that on every scriptural 
test the faith-cure people faUed to make 
good their claims; they did not show a 
single proof. True there were some 
strange things there, in the so-called 
trances, but they are such cases as are 
explained on natural principles which 
are familiar to every intelligent physi- 
cian. The speaker then read from 
standard medical works full descriptions 
of the various forms of ecstasy and cata- 
lepsy and showed their identity with the 
manifestations at these meetings. He 
declared that a terrible responsibility 
rested upon those who set' in motion 
these influences that threatened to en- 
danger the health and wreck the intel- 
lects of those who are brought under 
them. He referred to the various epi- 
demics, such as the "dancing mania" 
ihat had at different times followed re- 
ligions excitements, all of which had 
neon harmful, and some of which had 
jeen dangerous.

Of aU classes of art and artists, from 


*he highest to the lowest, from Michael 
Ancelo down to the blush wielder who 
whitewashes the back fence, there is 
probably no class with whom the public 
is more unfamiliar than that known in 
every day phraseology as "mirror dec- 
orating." 
Yet almost everybody has 


seen decorated mirrors. They abound 
in saloons and places of public resort, 
and, though so common, it is a rare 
tlung to catch the artist at his work. 
Elaborate scenes, graceful flowers, ferns 
and figures, or an "advance notice of 
some coming theatrical attraction stand 
:,ut on the polished glass, but how they 
came there or by whom they were done 
is a mystery to the passer by and the 
man who tarries before the bar.

Aciitative, looking up at a huge mirror 
•A hicli exhibited a foreground of reeds 
half concealing a meditative stork, al- 
lowinr- the spectator to gaze over a lafce 
upon "which a boat was sailing, and 
bringing hi* eye against a rangelot moun- 
tains in tlie distance.
